For containers with capacities greater than 5 gallons: Triple rinse as follows: Empty the remaining
contents into application equipment or a mix tank. Add water - at least 2% of the container volume, and
up to 1/3 of the volume of water needed to make the proper slurry composition, with a maximum of 1/4 of
the container volume. Replace and tighten closures. Tip container on its side and roll it back and forth,
ensuring at least one complete revolution, for 60 seconds. Stand the container on its end and tip it back
and forth several times. Turn the container over onto its other end and tip it back and forth several times.
Empty the rinsate into application equipment or a mix tank or store rinsate for later use or disposal.
Repeat this procedure two more times. If used in application equipment, adjust the slurry volume
application rate to account for any added rinsate water.

Refillable container

Refill this container with pesticide only. Do not reuse this container for any other purpose. Cleaning the
container before final disposal is the responsibility of the person disposing of the container. Cleaning
before refilling is the responsibility of the refiller.




To clean the container before final disposal, empty the remaining contents into application equipment
or mix tank.

Empty the rinsate into application equipment or
rinsate collection system, for later use or disposal. Repeat this procedure two more times. If used in
application equipment, adjust the slurry volume application rate to account for any added rinsate water.
